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Knock, Knock first production of 1979 

In October Titusville Theater Arts Depart- 
ment presented the Jules Feiffer comedy 
KNOCK, KNOCK. The plays actions center 
around the eternal conflict between reality 
and illusion; what is and what is only possi- 
ble. 

Abe and Cohn live in a house in the 
woods. They have been living there for the 
past twenty years so that they can avoid hav- 
ing to come in contact with the outside 
world. Throughout the time that they have 
spent together, they continually argue about 
the other’s approach to life — Abe’s the 
dreamer while Cohn is the realist. The strug- 
gle has no definite winner. 

Suddenly through the magic of a wish, 
Abe disappears and Cohn is presented with a 
series of events that forever change his view 
of life. First Abe disappears and his place is 
taken by Helmut Wiseman, a cantankerous 
and argumentative man who has decided 
that this is his house and his will must be 
served. Cohn takes action for the first time in 
twenty years and rids himself of Wiseman. 
Just as he thinks that things will be getting 
back to normal, Cohn is interrupted by Joan 
of Arc, who has come to enlist the aid of 
Cohn and Abe in a pilgrimage to the 
emperor. 

She brings Abe back and sets about the 
task of convincing Abe and Cohn that they 
should leave their security in the woods and 
follow her on her mission. Each character 
twists and turns, trying to avoid the commit- 
ment to Joan and her lunatic dream. Cohn 
wishes her into a more conventional role and 
then, seeing that she is both bothersome and 
uncomfortable in it, wishes her back. 

The play climaxes with Joan floating off to 
heaven, ‘without the aid of a rocket ship” 
(which she had informed Cohn was neces- 
sary to get to heaven); Abe takes up her word 
and armor and Cohn trudges out the door 
followed by the “voices” that caused Joan to 
begin her journey in the first place. 

The house is left behind and Abe and 
Cohn go out into the world to see what the 
possibilities might be.

As giddy and young cheerleaders in Act | the girls are concerned with what were not particularly earth- 
shaking issues — football, dances, proms and the inevitable problems that they were experiencing with 
boys. Act II sees them in a college sorority where their concerns have escalated to Sorority Sing-song, the 
Spring skit and the plans that each is working on for the time that will come after graduation. 

Finally, in Act III, they are reunited in a garden apartment in New York City and they realize that so 
many things have changed that they really can never hope to recapture the years that have intervened. 
Each is somewhat muted by the realization that her life has changed and memories of bygone days should 
remain just that — memories. 

Set con- 
struction was under the direction of Rick Sabousky, wtih lighting by Patty Lawler and sound by Jeff Berg- 
man.
